DETROIT.—Five new cars have 
been introduced in the medium-low 
and lowest priced fields this year.

Makers See Sharp Gains 
On Initial Response 
to 1939 Lines

NEW YORK.—Eyes of the 
nation are focused on the 
1939 automotive debut here 
today in the hope of deter- 
mining whether the auto- 
motive industry’s recent new 
lease on life is a flash in the pan 
or the start of a continuing up- 
ward sales and production trend 
to be relied upon as a major 
turning point in the struggle to- 
ward general prosperity. 

A cycle of observations of far 
reaching importance began yes- 
terday as the Grand Central Pal- 
ace doors swung open upon the 
National Automobile Show, and 
four separately conducted expo- 
sitions also got under way. The 
cosmopolitan crowd which for 
the first time is viewing and 
comparing the industry’s latest 
achievements, of course, com- 
prises the starting point of the 
observation cycle. Trained auto- 
motive observers, in turn, are 
watching the crowd for symp- 
toms of future market trends 
and public reaction to new 
mechanical and appearance inno- 
vations. 

Carefully watching both pub- 
lic attendance and subsequent 
show interpretations of the auto- 
motive industry are keen busi- 
ness and financial analysts from

Special Exhibits Set 

Special show features and ac- 
tion exhibits planned in co-oper- 
ation with the show committee, 
of which Byron C. Foy is chair- 
man, are designed to accomplish 
constructive aims of current im- 
portance instead of to merely 
attract public interest by novelty 
and entertainment. An example 
is the American Automobile Assn. 
exhibit, which is securing public 
opinion on various traffic and 
motoring issues by use of auto- 
matic voting machines. Show vis- 
itors are expressing their views 
on speed limits for rural high- 
ways; pedestrian regulation; ex- 
press traffic facilities and other 
vital and timely questions. 

Highway safety is stressed in 
many other ways throughout the 
show program, including display 
of the numerous innovations in 
new car design calculated to 
bring about safer travel. 

Numerous safety educational 
action exhibits also are being 
displayed, such as an impact 
machine for demonstrating the 
force of vehicle crashes at vari- 
ous speeds. » 

The carefully planned exhibits 
and show week meetings leave 
no room for lack of interest on 
the part of either the general 
public or the numerous automo- 
tive executives here to aid in 
ushering in the new season. 
Other members of the show com- 
mittee, besides its chairman, Mr. 
Foy, are Paul G. Hoffman, Rich- 
ard H. Grant, and Alfred Reeves, 
show manager. 

In addition to the National 
Automobile Show, four other 
automotive shows are now in 
progress here. The National Mo- 
tor Truck Show is being held 
in New York for the first time 
and with dates coinciding with 
the Palace show. The truck show, 
opening with all available ex- 
hibit space in the huge Port Au- 
thority Building’s Commerce Hall 
completely sold out, will be 
watched closely by the automo- 
tive industry for its effect on 
attendance and interest at the 
automobile show in the Palace. 

Five floors of the Ford Motor 
Co. Building at 1710 Broadway 
are being used for a display of 
Ford’s four new passenger car 
lines and its wide range of com- 
mercial units. Running concur- 
rently with the Palace show, the 
Ford exposition will feature sev- 
eral action exhibits and attrac- 
tions expected to attract thou- 
sands. 

Although both are exhibiting 
at the Palace show, General Mo- 
tors and Chrysler also are con- 
ducting separate displays, the 
. former on the Waldorf-Astoria 
ballroom floor and the latter in 
the International Salon of the 
Chrysler Building.

Finance Meeting 
Hears Consent 


Decree Defense 


CHICAG O.—Addressing the 
fifth annual convention of the 
American Finance conference at 
the Drake hotel Thursday, Wen- 
dell Berge, special assistant U.S. 
attorney general, declared that 
Ford and Chrysler “have con- 
ceded more than the law re- 
quires” in agreeing to “restrict 
advertising of favored finance 
companies” and thereby getting 
the government to nolle prosse 
pending cases against them. 

This remark and others in 
Berge’s talk was interpreted as 
a defense of the federal govern- 
ment’s action and a reply to 
criticism leveled by a number of 
independent finance firms. 

“Ford is permitted only to 
advertise, endorse or recommend 
a plan or rate of financing, leav- 
ing to the finance companies the 
task of selling their own services 
on the basis of merit”, said 


Berge. 

“The Chrysler decree permits 
that company to advertise, en- 
dorse or recommend all finance 
companies which meet certain 
minimum requirements. If 
Chrysler advertises, endorses or 
recommends any finance com- 
pany by name, it must include 
every finance company which 
meets these minimum §stand- 


Registrations at the conven- 
tion were estimated at 600. The 
meetings continued through Fri- 
day, with Senator Joseph G. 
O’Mahoney of Wyoming the 
featured speaker, discussing the 
national economic committee of 
which he is chairman. 

The windup session in the 
afternoon was given over to 
simultaneous group meetings of 
the open forum variety on the 
subjects of state legislation, bank 
competition and improvement of 
customer relations. 

Among other speakers on the 
program were Owen L. Coon, 
president of the association; 
Prof. F. Cyril James of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and 
Arthur W. Newton, vice-presi- 
dent of the First National Bank 
of Chicago.

_Judge Slick said he will announce 
his decision before Nov. 18, the day 
he is scheduled to hear arguments 
on a demurrer of the General Mo- 
tors against the anti-trust charges. 

Arnold; Donald R. Richberg, rep- 
resenting Ford, and Nicholas Kelly, 
representing Chrysler, united in ob- 
jecting to the petitions of the in- 
dependents, whom they declared 
had no standing in the court in 
this particular case and that the 
action, being voluntary on the part 
of the companies, was no concern 
of the independents. 

The indictment against General 
Motors remains in force. Arnold 
said prosecution will be vigor- 
ously pushed in the General 
Motors case. 

The compromise according to 
Arnold, “will give an equal oppor- 
tunity to all competitors and at the 
same time prevent impositions on 
the public in the form of exhorbi- 
tant rates and harsh collection 
methods.” 


He called the decrees “a step to- 
ward restricting advertising to its 
proper field—which is the promo- 
tion of sales—and toward prevent- 
ing its use for the fostering of 
monopoly and monopolistic prac- 
tices.” 

The two concerns agree to re- 
frain from “harrassments of any 
kind to further any particular fi- 
nance company.” They will pursue 
collection policies which Arnold 
said will “go far in protecting im- 
provident persons of low income” 
and “remove the severest of the fi- 
nancial hardships hitherto incident 
upon a necessarily aggressive sales 
policy.” 

The companies may not “endorse 
or advertise any named finance 
company,” with the exception that 
the Chrysler decree provides that 
if the company advertises any fi- 
nance company at all, it will name 
all such companies whose services 
are “most efficient in distributing 
the maximum number of autos.” 


The decrees also give the Justice 
Department the right to intervene 
when it considers any financing plan 
proposed or advertised “unfair to 
competitors,” Arnold said. He said 
the decrees also contain provisions 
designed to safeguard the two com- 
panies against unfavorable results 
in the event the prosecution against 
General Motors should be unsuc- 
cessful. 

“From the standpoint of the Ford 
and Chrysler interests, these decrees

should be regarded as a voluntary 


effort to co-operate with the Fed- 
eral government,” Arnold said. 
Details of the decree provide (1) 
that no wage assignments on cars 
of less than $1,000 for noncom- 
mercial use will be accepted; (2) 
wages or salaries will not be garni- 
sheed with respect to these cars; 
(3) deficiency judgments will not be 
taken in the case of any retail pur- 
chaser for private use who has paid 
50 per cent of the price; (4) no 
higher rate of interest will be 
charged for extension of time or 
for rewriting than as provided in 
the original contract: (5) no great- 
er rate than 5 percent will be charg- 
ed on delinquent installments and 
(6) the finance company will not 
accept from any dealer the assign- 
ment of any chattel mortgages on 
property other than the car itself. 
With respect to the advertising 
restriction, the decree contemplates 
the use of advertising for the pur- 
pose of increasing consumption 
without giving any advantage to 
particular competing companies 
whose services are equivalent. “Both 
Ford and Chrysler decrees wholly 
forbid the manufacturers to make 
their selection of a particular fi- 
nance company and give it exclus- 
ive advertising as their favorite 
company; and each decree specifi- 
cally limits the right of the manu- 
facturer to endorse or advertise any 
named finance company at all.” 


Budd Strike Forces 
Packard Plant Closing 

DETROIT.—The Packard Mo- 
tor Car Co. plant was forced to 
close Friday because of a short- 
age of doors resulting from a 
strike at the Budd Wheel Co. 
and the Edward G. Budd Mfg. 
Co., officials announced. About 
8,600 Packard employes were 
sent home. 

The Budd strike is said to 
result from a new sole bargain- 
ing demand on the part of the 
UAW.

The election results ob- 
viously promise increased resistance 
to enactment of future legislation 
hostile to business, but conflicting 
factors make it difficult to estimate 
election effects upon revision of

Among these confusing election 
factors was the re-election by a 
wide margin of Senator Wagner, 
despite his campaign refusal to com- 
mit himself to drastic revision of 
his Wagner Act. Also of signifi- 
cance is the fact that proposals 
for stringent labor union curbs 
were defeated in California and 
Washington referendums, although 
Oregon approved an initiative meas- 
sure designed to outlaw picketing 
during jurisdictional disputes, re- 
strict secondary boycotts and regu- 
late union expenditures. 


Because of these varied reflections 
of public sentiment, observers are 
hesitant to express confidence re- 
garding the election’s benefit to the 
Wagner Act revision drive. It is 
pointed out, however, that the trend 
toward conservatism indicated by 
the election results as a whole may 
bring about a greater willingness on 
the part of the New Deal adminis- 
tration to go along with moderate 
Wagner Act revision and also may 
attract new support among labor 
for such action. 

The immediate effect of the elec- 
tion returns, of course, was to spur 
capital investments, ease the mind 
of business generally and create be- 
lief that consumer goods industries 
will benefit at least moderately from 
freerer forward buying. 


Anti-Diversion Forces 
Win in 3 States 


NEW YORK.—Mounting public 
indignation against highway fund 
diversion practices and attempts 
to heap additional general bur- 
dens upon motorists through in- 
creased automotive taxes was 
reflected in this week’s election 
returns which, according to 
latest reports here, resulted in 
adoption by heavy margins of 
constitutional amendments ban- 
ning diversion in Michigan, 
California and New Hampshire. 

A similar amendment was ex- 
pected to be adopted in Ala- 
bama, but complete returns were 
not available last night. Ar- 
kansas voters defeated two pro- 
posals which would have in- 
creased bond debt service re- 
quirements being met from gaso- 
line taxes.

GM Deliveries 
In Oct. Reach 
New ’°38 Peak 


NEW YORK.—Production and 
wholesale deliveries of General 
Motors Corp. last month reached 
the highest level for 1938 to date, 
with 123,835 cars and trucks be- 
ing sold by all its manufactur- 
ing sources, the company reports. 

For the industry as a whole, 
total factory sales in the United 
States and Canada, as estimated 
by the Automobile Manufactur- 
ers’ Assn., amounted to 227,820 
cars and trucks in October. This 
was slightly under the previous 
1938 peak of 238,598 units in 
March. In comparison with Oc- 
tober of last year, the industry’s 
total was off 33 percent, while 
General Motors’ total _ sales 
showed a decline of 25.8 percent. 

General Motors’ total sales last 
month compared with the pre- 
vious 1938 high level of 109,659 
units in April and were the larg- 
est since last December, when 
160,444 units were sold. 

As measured against the Oc- 
tober sales and production level 
of preceding years, General Mo- 
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tors’ showing last month varied, 
in line with the contrasting new 
model introduction dates of the 
respective periods. Last year the 
national automobile show was 
held two weeks earlier than this. 
In comparison with 1936, when 
the national show opened on Nov. 
11—the same date as this year— 
but when actual new model pro- 
duction was later in starting, last 
month’s world sales showed an 
increase, the 1936 total for Oc- 
tober being 90,764 cars and 
trucks. 

The 68,896 General Motors’ 
cars and trucks which were de- 
livered to consumers in this 
country during October were 35.7 
percent less than in October, 
1937. They represent a substan- 
tial gain over the 44,274 units de- 
livered at retail in October, 1936, 
and were at the same level as 
the 68,566 units delivered in Oc-

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Consent Decrees 


GREEMENTS reached between Ford Motor Co., the 

Chrysler Corp. and the U. S. Department of Justice 
during the past week over indictments charging these com- 
panies and affiliated finance companies with violation of 
the anti-monopoly act, we hope, will result in a clarifica- 
tion of the position of all parties concerned. Just how far- 
reaching the effect of this settlement will be in actual 
practice still remains to be seen. Consent decrees sub- 
mitted still await the approval of Federal Judge Slick, who 
is expected to rule upon them early next week. 

These settlements do not affect General Motors and its 
affiliate, GMAC, which have elected to carry their case to 
trial. Their case, however, was different from the other 
two since GMAC is a wholly-owned subsidiary rather than 
an affiliate. The final outcome of the GM suit, however, 
may determine the effectiveness of present agreements 
with Ford and Chrysler, since these pacts may be discon- 
tinued should GM win. 

Meanwhile, independent finance companies, who insti- 
gated the action against the “Big Three”, have evinced 
little pleasure over the developments of the past week. It 
seems reasonable now to ask if a motivating factor in their 
drive was not to have charges brought out in court which, 
even if they had failed of substantiation, would have left 
a bad taste in the public mouth regarding the operations 
of their three major competitors. 

And on this basis, even though the cases have been set- 
tled without fanfare, it is only fair to call attention to the 
fact that agreement to accept a consent decree by the com- 
panies involved does not carry with it an implication of 
guilt. The fact that these companies have agreed not to do 
certain things in the future, should not be construed as an 
admission that they did do those things in the past. Per- 
haps, in the long run the indictments and ensuing discus- 
sion may result in a better understanding all around which 
will not only correct errors of the past, but which will 
chart a course to avoid possible abuses in the future. 


Life Begins at Forty 


HIS week in New York the industry is staging its 40th 

annual National Show at Grand Central Palace. If the 
old phrase, “Life Begins at 40”, has any meaning—and we 
hope it has—this industry of ours is only now starting on 
its way. In addition to the New York show, Chicago and 
16 other major cities are holding shows during the current 
week. This combined effort should result in somewhere 
between a million and two million Americans giving the 
industry’s 1939 offerings the once-over between now and 
next Saturday. 

This is without doubt the most ambitious industrial 
promotion in the history of the industry. Fortunately, its 
timing places it in the very week when the ascending busi- 
ness curve of 1938 crosses the declining curve of 1937 at a 
point estimated at about 20 percent below normal. Coupled 
with that, too, is the fact that election returns compiled 
during the week show a definite trend to conservatism, 
which should bring solace to those who have felt that gov- 
ernment activities in the past six years have affected busi- 
ness adversely.

TOLEDO.—Addition of a new 
Overland car, larger than the 
Wi:lys line, was announced this 
week by Willys-Overland Mo- 
tors, Inc., bringing the com- 
pany’s 1939 production into the 
two chassis field. 

The new Overland introduces 
a newly-developed slip-stream 
design incorporating light but 
strong structural design, with a 
low comparative weight per 
unit of horsepower development. 
The Overland engine develops 
61 horsepower, with operating 
economy featured. 

In appearance the new Over- 
land slip-stream body is marked 
by distinctive streamlining ac- 
centuated by a hood which bears 
close resemblance to the front 
of a modern transport airliner.

Johnson Sees 
Election Rebuke 
To Leftwingers 


NEW YORK.—Leaders of the 
automotive industry, as guests 
of honor at the advertising club 
luncheon here Thursday, heard 
Hugh Johnson interpret this 
week’s election returns as a re- 
buke to the “tremendous left- 
ward swing” which the admin- 
istration took after January, 
1937. 


Addressing the luncheon, 
which served as the show week 
send-off here, Johnson insisted 
the swing to Republicans was 
not a repudiation of the first 
New Deal, and contended that 
the results of 1934 and 1936 
confirmed this. “Popular 
opinion”, he said, “will not go 
back to pre-Roosevelt.” 

He warned business to “keep 
it in mind that what elected Mr. 
Roosevelt the first time were the 
abuses and sore spots in busi- 
ness and the economic system.” 

Speaking of the huge propa- 
ganda mill in Washington, John- 
son declared “something went 
wrong in a big way last Tues- 
day with the latest selling cam- 
paign, but that will just increase 
the efforts.” 


“They may have to put the 
goods out in a different pack- 
age”, he said, “but the show will 
still go on. If last Tuesday’s 
election means anything, it 
means that some of this stuff 
isn’t going over so well. It 
demonstrates that even against 
tremendous propaganda, against 
the outpourings of billions of 
public treasure, the American 
people still can think for them- 
selves”’. 


Lowell Thomas, club presi- 
dent, opened the luncheon. Al 
Reeves, AMA manager, intro- 
duced Johnson, whose talk was 
broadcast over a _ nation-wide 
radio network. Lee Eastman of 
New York Packard was in 
charge of arrangements for the 
gathering.

All deluxe models are equipped 
with a heavy-duty generator. 
Regulation of current supplied to 
the battery is afforded on the 
deluxe models by a voltage reg- 
ulator and on the standard mod- 
els by a third brush control. Both 
of the generators are ventilated 
and air cooled. 

A heavy duty starting motor 
is also included, and starting is 
controlled by a button on the 
instrument panel of the car. 

In the chassis construction, the 
K-X type of chassis reinforce- 
ment is employed, the “K” mem- 
ber being at the front end of the 
frame and the “X” member mid- 
way of the frame. 

Bodies are mounted on rubber 
cushions. Spring shackles are 
fitted with rubber cushioning 
elements, and an improved type 
of motor suspension with the 
supporting members resting on 
rubber cushions has been de- 
ve'oped.

“40” and the La Salle. 


There has been very little change, 
but much refinement, in the en- 
gines now available in 1939 cars. 
Buick, Chevrolet and Nash all have 
valve-in-the-head engines with the 
valves operated by push rods and 
rocker arms. All of the other en- 
gines have “L” head cylinders. “V”- 
type engines are exemplified by the 
entire Ford line of 8-cylinder cars, 
Lincoln and Lincoln-Zephyr V-12’s, 
the new Mercury 8, the La Salle, 
the Cadillacs and the Packard V- 
12. With the exception of one 
make, all the engines have water 
jackets which cool entire length 
of the cylinder barrel, assuring 
more uniform ring and cylinder 
wear, and greater useful engine 
life. The entire Ford and Chrysler 
lines of cars now have exhaust 
valve seat inserts. Self-locking 
valve tappets are a new feature of 
all the Chrysler cars. Cast alloy 
steel camshafts are also found on 
all Ford and Chrysler products. 

Oiled cushioned valve _tappets, 
which maintain constant clearance 
and provide silent valve operation, 
are continued on Cadillac, La Salle, 
Lincoln-Zephyr, and Packard V-12 
cars, 


On a number of engines, the 
crankshafts have been materially 
strengthened. Those on the Pontiac 
have %” larger diameter main and 
crankpin bearings. Approximately 
the same increase is provided on 
the De Luxe Ford V-8 and Mer- 
cury crankshafts. More cars have 
added an extra piston ring, now 
carrying four in all. In some cases 
the extra piston ring is a compres- 
sion ring—in other cases, a special 
oil ring. All four rings may be 
above the piston pin in some cases, 
or the extra ring may be below the 
piston pin. Ferrous oxide treated 
piston rings are now very much the 
vogue—some are tin plated. This 
surfacing of the rings with a soft 
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alloy permits them to seat into the 
cylinders more quickly and without 
tendency to scuff the cylinder walls 
of a new engine. 

There are many different types 
of pistons available today. Alumi- 
num pistons are most favored. 
Ford and Lincoln-Zephyr, however, 
use alloy steel pistons, and Chev- 
rolet, cast iron. Many of the pis- 
tons, whether iron or aluminum, 
are plated, some with cadmium, 
others with tin to prevent scuffing 
when the engine is first run. Alumi- 
num pistons are electrolitically 
treated, either to oxidize or to an- 
nodize them. These treatments, it is 
claimed, harden the wearing sur- 
face and greatly increase their life. 
Cylinder heads this year seem to 
be almost universally cast iron, ex- 
cept on a few higher-priced cars, 
where the maximum output is de- 
sired or they are optional extra 
equipment. 


Cooling Systems 


The new hood and grille styling 
has introduced a number of inter- 
esting cooling problems. There are 
two distinctly different schools of 
thought on this matter. One of 
which is exemplified by the Zephyr, 
Mercury and Ford installations, the 
other by the General Motors and 
Chrysler products. In the former 
case, the radiator core is depressed 
and immediately behind the low 
grilles. The fan is mounted on the 
front end of the crankshaft, in- 
stead of being mounted above it 
and belt driven. This provides for 
a direct flow of air through the 
grilles and radiator core to the 
fan. It is evacuated by large under- 
fender wind tunnel outlets, which 
not only permit ready exit for the 
warm air, but actually have a suc- 
tion effect. This helps to exhaust 
hot air from beneath the hood. 
Placing the air outlets in the rear 
portion of the pontoon type fen- 
ders, has had a marked influence 
on the side panel design of many 
other cars as well as Ford. It 
eliminates the use of side louvres. 


On the General Motors and 
Chrysler cars, the radiator core is 
in the same position as heretofore 
with a belt-driven fan placed im- 
mediately behind it. A suitable air 
deflecting scoop behind the low 
grilles diverts the wind pressure 
of a speeding car upward, and into 
the core of the radiator. Water 
pumps on practically all cars are 
now driven by “V” belts and it 
is the rare exception that these 
water pumps are not carried on 
pre-lubricated and completely seal- 
ed ball bearings so that they only 
require seasonable lubrication. The 
water packing is likewise self-seal- 
ing so that leakage does not have 
to be constantly corrected by 
tightening up on a stuffing box. 


Practically all cars have some 
type of thermostatic control valve 
in the cooling system so as to 
maintain a uniform engine tempera- 
ture and to permit quick warming 
up in the winter time. 


Packard cars are the only ones 
which use a thermostatically con- 
trolled radiator shutter. All the 
others use one of two types of 
thermostatic control; circulating 
and non-circulating. Circulating 
systems by-pass the cylinder water 
back to the pump, thus allowing 
the circulation of a small quantity 
of water rather than all contained 
in the entire system. The other 
method of controlling the tempera- 
ture is to retain the water in the 
cylinder water jacket until the de- 
sired temperature is reached, when 
the thermostatic valve opens and 
permits circulation of the water 
through the entire cooling system. 


Rubber Insulation 


Rubber today is not only used to 
support the body, but to insulate 
practically every unit from the road 
to the seat cushion. The rubber not 
only eliminates metal to metal con- 
tacts but eliminates lubrication in 
many places and provides a certain 
amount of flexibility which is help- 
ful in absorbing shocks and reliev- 
ing the various members of severe 
strains which would otherwise be 
impressed on the attached members. 
Springs now usually set on rubber 
pads to prevent mechanical noises 
from the axle being transmitted

Engine Mounting 

There has been a very definite 
trend not only to support engines 
on rubber, but to incline the axis 
of the crankshaft so that the drive 
will be in a straight line when the 
car is loaded. The adoption of 
hypoid gears on the Lincoln-Zephyr, 
Packard, Chrysler and the entire 
General Motors line of cars, has 
made it necessary to incline the 
engine still more, so that on the 
new Buick and Oldsmobile, the tilt 
is 5% degrees. This allows 1% to 
2-inch lower rear floors. At the 
same time, it has permitted Chev- 
rolet, Cadillac and La Salle to move 
their engines further forward, giv- 
ing more body room on the same, 
or even shorter wheelbase. 

Hydraulic Brakes 

With the adoption of hydraulic 
brakes on all Ford, Lincoln-Zephyr 
and Overland cars, the industry 
may now be said to have virtually 
100 per cent hydraulic brakes. This 
does not mean, however, that all 
cars have hydraulic brakes that are 
alike. In general, there are two 
types of brake shoes and two types 
of brake operating cylinders. The 
brake shoes fall into two classes, 
those in which the two shoes are 
anchored at the opposite ends from 
the brake cylinder, and those in 
which the two shoes are connected 
together at the point opposite the 
brake cylinder and anchored adja- 
cent to the cylinders. The latter 
are self-energizing and are found 
on all General Motors, Packard 
and Lincoln-Zephyr cars. The two 
independent shoe brakes are found 
on all Chrysler products, Ford and 
Mercury cars. Chevrolet has an 
intermediary type with two shoes 
so anchored that one is self-ener- 
gized. 

The other difference between 
these brakes is the use of stepped 
brake operating cylinders. These 
are found on all Chrysler cars and 
Ford, Mercury and Studebaker.

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Plastics Aid New Beauty 
In Industry’s 1939 Models 





NEW YORK.—Visitors to the 
National Automobile Show this 
year are impressed by the 
luxury and beauty of interior 
fittings on 1939 cars. Much of 
the effect of which is achieved 
by the lavish use of cellulose 
acetate plastics. 

Practically all cellulose ace- 
tate plastic parts are said to be 
molded of Tenite by the rapid 
injection process, permitting 
them to be produced faster than 
they could be machined or die 
cast of any other material. They 
come from the mold with a 
high luster which requires little 
or no polishing or finishing; 
their color has depth and 
permanence, being an integral 
part of the material itself. 


The plastic is said to be ex- 
ceptionally tough and resilient. 
It can be molded into thin- 
walled parts, thus using a mini- 
mum amount of material, and 
at the same time has sufficient 
strength to withstand hard 
usage. It can be drilled, punched 
and assembled by force without 
risk of breakage. 

Steering wheels of the plastic 
are now standard equipment on 
almost every make of car. The 
low heat conductivity of the 
material makes them pleasantly 
warm to the touch, and there is 
no exudation to soil the hands 
and gloves. Dashboard panels, 
glove compartment doors, gear 
shift knobs, door handles, window 
regulators, radio controls, dome 


light housings and switch plates, 
are only a few of the plastic 
fittings to be seen on 1939 cars. 
One model boasts as many as 
15 more plastic interior fittings 
than it had last year. 

Where formerly beige and 
taupe shades predominated, un- 
deniable splashes of color are 
now current. Two automobile 
marufacturers have selected a 
deep rich wine color this year to 
contrast with somber colored 
upholstery. Translucent white 
and gray are also seen this year, 
giving new distinction and ele- 
gance to the modern car. 

The increased size of molded 
plastic appointments, as ex- 
hibited on 1939 models, is im- 
mediately apparent.

As all cars have the 
hand brake on the left hand side, 
there is no reason why between 
the manufacturer and the accessory 
makers, every car can not 
equipped for a very nominal 
amount with an _ under-steering- 
wheel shift. There are two gen- 
eral types of under wheel shift— 
one uses levers and two rods, one 
to each shifter fork; the other 
type uses one shifter rod and a 
flexible cable to operate a selector 
which connects the rod to one or 
the other gear shifter fork. 

New Steering Wheels 

Moulded plastic rims are now 
the common practice on better cars. 
Two, three and four spoked steer- 
ing wheels of tubular orphantom 
type are available either as stan- 
dard equipment or as an accessory 
on practically every car made, but 
the new Mercury has a two-spoke 
wheel. The spokes being horizontal 
in normal driving position give 
perfect vision of the instruments 
which are arranged directly in 
front of the driver. The Chevrolet 
De Luxe models have a_ four- 
spoke wheel, but the spokes are 
so curved that they give almost 
the same effect as the Mercury 
wheel. Cadillac and La Salle and 
the Ford models use a three-spoke 
wheel with the upper half clear, 
the third spoke being vertical and 
downward, likewise giving clear 
instrument vision. 

There seems to be a definite ten- 
dency toward the use of a horn 
ring instead of the horn button, 
so that a touch of the ring, from 
any position on the steering wheel 
will sound the horn. A _ unique 
feature is found on the Handi- 
Shift lever, beneath the Buick 
steering wheel. It consists of a 
small thumb lever. Pushing this 
lever forward, lights a direction 
signal at the rear of the car, in- 
dicating which way the driver is 
going to turn. Pulling the lever 
downward indicates a right turn 
and vice versa. Whenever the di- 
rection signal is lighted, a small 
tell-tale lamp, adjacent to the 
switch lever, is lighted and shows 
that the turn signal lighted. The 
direction signal lights are combined 
with the license plate light and 
mounted at the center of the body 
in the rear. They form an inter- 
esting and artistic design that dis- 
tinguishes the rear of Buick cars 
this year.

Instruments 

There are two definite types of 
speedometers. They are found in 
front of the drivers on practically 
all of the cars except Lincoln- 
Zephyr, where the instruments are 
at the center of the panel. The 
two types are: one rectangular, the 
other dial type. On the rectangular 
type, the divisions are much fur- 
ther apart and the speedometer 
hand swings through an arc of 
from 5 to 8 inches in length. This 
type of speedometer is found on 
Chevrolet, Pontiac, Buick, Mercury 
and Cadillac. The round type is 
found on all Chrysler products, 
Packard, Ford and Lincoln-Zephyr. 
A unique feature of all Chrysler 
product speedometers, starting with 
the Plymouth, is the use of an 
opaque plastic ring in place of the 
usual speedometer hand. At one 
point on this ring is a small trans- 
parent jewel adjacent to the point- 
er, which takes the place of the 
ordinary speedometer hand. Behind 
the transparent jewel there is a 
pyralin ring with colored segments 
so arranged that when the speed- 
ometer is illuminated, from the 
back the jewel will show green up 
to 30 m. p. h.; amber from 30 to 
50 m. p. h. and red at all speeds 
above 50 m. p 

Practically every instrument pan- 
el now carries a suitable grille at 
the center to cover the loud speaker 
of an auto radio if one is installed. 
Many of the new auto radios are 
provided with button control pro- 
viding for five or more stations,

NEW YORK.—Although shar- 
ing the automotive industry’s 
“air of optimism reminiscent of 
peak years”. Harry G. Bragg, 
general manager of the Automo- 
bile Merchants Assn. of New 
York, states that dealers here are 
mindful that used car merchan- 
dising is the market key and 
“are already making plans to 
keep these cars moving and 
thereby avoid a repetition of the 
partial paralysis which gripped 
the industry for a number of 
months during the past year.” 


Discussing local conditions and 
plans as well as the general 
automotive outlook, Bragg de- 
clares: “The automobile industry 
looks forward with an air of op- 
timism reminiscent of the peak 
years of its history. Fears of a 
general European war have been 
dissipated for the present at 
least, and industrial strife at 
home seems to be slackening 
with the realization by all con- 
cerned that there is work to be 
done and that petty differences 
must be put aside in the inter- 
est of the general welfare. 

“While no exact figures are 
available, the 1938 models are 
rapidly disappearing from sales 
floors and used car stocks, which 
presented quite a problem some 
months ago, have been substan- 
tially reduced to a point where 
it is estimated that a one month’s 
supply is on hand. The reduc- 
tion was brought about by an 
aggressive sales campaign aided 
materially by the National Used 
Car Week promotion. Of course, 
it is to be remembered that with 
the introduction of the new 
models for 1939, used car stocks 
will again be in the ascendancy. 
However, realizing that used car 
merchandising is the key to the 
automobile market, dealers are 
already making plans to keep 
these cars moving and thereby 
avoid a repetition of the partial 
paralysis which gripped the in- 
dustry fer a number of months 
during the past year. Assuming 
that new car sales during the 
last three months of the year 
reach the 500,000 mark, dealers 
will have to handle 450,000 used 
cars during the same period in 
addition to those on hand, since 
it is estimated that 90 percent

'ins. For this reason intensive 
| efforts will be made to keep in- 
| ventories from piling up. 
‘Although used car inventories

WASHINGTON. — More than 
12,000 miles of modern roads 
were added to the nation’s high- 
way system during the past year, 
through cooperation between the 
federal government and_ the 
states. This was considerably in 


10 years, appropriately marking 
the 20th anniversary of Uncle 
Sam’s leadership in the crusade 
to provide motor vehicles with 
safe and adequate roadways. 

The year witnessed virtual 
completion of the emergency pro- 
gram of road construction. De- 
signed to provide work for the 
unemployed as well as to extend 
the road system, several hundred 
million dollars have been poured 
into this program. 

The year was also marked by 
initiation of federal aid for sec- 
ondary roads. The object of this 
program is to enable more farm- 
ers to transport their products 
to market by motor truck. The 
third big feature of the year 
was extension of outright federal 
grants to states for highway- 
railroad grade crossing elimina- 
tion, as part of the regular fed-

The close of the fiscal year 
improvement totals 
standing as follows: 9,333 miles 
on rural portions of the federal- 
aid highway system; 559 miles on 
municipal portions; 201 miles of 
secondary roads in municipalities; 
and 2,036 miles of rural secondary 
roads. 

According to type of construc- 
tion the year’s work consisted of 
1,506 miles of graded and drained 
road; 4,998 miles of treated and 
untreated sand-clay, gravel and 
macadam; 1,989 miles of low-cost 
bituminous mix; 213 miles of bit- 
uminous macadam; 419 miles of 
bituminous concrete; 2,870 miles 
of portland cement concrete; and 
134 miles of bridges, grade sep- 
arations and miscellaneous types. 

In addition to being an out- 
standing contribution to safety 
the crusade of the federal bureau 
of public roads against grade 
crossings is resulting in the sav- 
ing of time and greater conven- 
ience for the motor traveling 
public. During the year 711 were 
eliminated, 144 grade separation 
structures were rebuilt, and 744 
crossings protected by signals or 
other safety devices. More than 


British Makers 
To Circumvent 
Foreign Tariffs 


LONDON’ (UTPS).—British 
motor manufacturers are consid- 
ering a scheme to increase auto- 
mobile scales in many European 
countries where tariffs or freight 
costs have hitherto been a big 
obstacle. 

A large, modern factory has 
been built in Budapest, where 
cars sent out from England in a 
‘knocked down” condition, will be 
assembled and marketed through- 
out all the Balkan countries, 
Egypt and the Levant. Permis- 
Sion has been given for the 
knocked down cars to be im- 
ported free of duty. 

Following correspondence _be- 

tween the Hungarian concern and 
the British industry, the factory 
is ready to start assembly.

New Road Tested 


TRENTON, N. J.—State Highway 
Ommissioner E. Donald Sterner has 
announced completion of New Jer- 
sey's first “cement-stabilized” road, 
an experiment in farm-to-market 
highway construction. It differs from 
regular concrete paving, Sterner ex- 
Plained, as the cement is mixed with 
the dirt or other materials already 
On the roadway, thus saving the 
expense of obtaining special sand 
and crushed stone or gravel.

The federal-aid system now in- 
cludes 224,615 miles, comprising 
the most important portion of the 
most extensive highway network 
in the world. Only the most 
out-of-the-way place cannot be

Uppermost in the minds of 
those who are building and plan- 
ning today’s highways are two 
vital factors; namely, service and 
safety. And greater and greater 
emphasis is being given to the 
latter element with the evergrow- 
ing recognition that the highway 
system must be brought up to 
the level of technical progress 
— by the modern automo- 
ile. 


To this end work is being 


pushed on all manner of projects 
to increase road safety. Curves 
are being straightened, sight dis- 
tances increased, road widths 
are being expanded, opposing 
lines of traffic are being sepa- 
rated, sidewalks are being built. 
The volume of this construction 
is limited only by available funds. 


In connection with the further 
progress and development of the 
nation’s road system as a whole, 
it is noteworthy that at present 
46 of the 48 states are cooper- 
ating with the Federal bureau of 
public roads in making planning 
surveys which, for the first time 
in U. S. history, will give full, 
detailed data on every angle of 
the highway situation. 

As a result of these surveys, 
the responsible authorities will 
know not only the exact mileage 
of existing roads but its precise 
condition; the kind and_ the 
amount of traffic carried; and 
how much money is being ex- 
pended for the highways and 
where that money comes from.

Car Dealers are Urged 


To Join Safety Campaign 





NEW YORK.—Stressing the 
importance of highway safety to 
automobile dealers, a recent re- 
port of the Automobile Mer- 
chants Assn. of New York 
recommends these five major 
approaches to the problem: 

Driver and pedestrian educa- 
tion; adequate examinations for 
drivers and periodic re-examina- 
tions; more rigid enforcement of 
motor vehicle laws; proper main- 
tenance of automobiles, and a 
program of modern, well-illumi- 
nated highways. 

“For some time,” the associa- 
tion comments, “it was the atti- 
tude of many dealers that the 
problem was not of their making 
and that their responsibility was 
no greater than that of all pub- 
lic-spirited citizens. Upon study 
it develops that such views are 


untenable, since the future wel- 
fare of their business—their very 
livelilhood—depends upon unre- 
stricted markets for their wares. 
It is evident that unless a work- 
able and satisfactory solution is 
found for the evil, their markets 
will be limited to the same ex- 
tent that the use of the product 
is restrained. 

Regarding the proposals for 
compulsory motor vehicle in- 
spection in New York state, the 
association declares: “As a safety 
measure, there is considerable 
and well-founded doubt as to 
just how effective an inspection 
law would be in reducing the 
number of accidents and fatali- 
ties.”

In Nebraska Area

LINCOLN, Neb.—The 1939 car 
models have injected consider- 
able life into automobile sales in 
Nebraska and, while used car 
sales have been very slow dur- 
ing the past month, Lincoln deal- 
ers look for much better busi- 
ness for the remainder of the 
year. 

Al DuTeau, president of the 
Nebraska Dealers Assn. and also 
head of the DuTeau Chevrolet 
Co., said that considerable activ- 
ity is reported over the state as 
a whole, with Lincoln being the 
dark spot, presumably because of 
poor crop. conditions locally. 
Sales are reported particularly 
good in the North Platte and 
Scottsbluff areas. 

DuTeau reported that used car 
sales have been off approximate- 
ly 40 percent from last October, 
while inventory is about the 
same as last year. 


H. S. Galloway, president of 
the Lincoln dealers association 
and sales manager for Fred S. 
Sidles Motor Co., declared that 
Buick new car sales in October 
were about 25 percent better 
than last year. Used cars were 
not so good, and he reports that 
most other Lincoln dealers are 
having no trouble with new cars 
but are worried over the used 
jobs. 

O’Shea- Rogers Motor Co. 
(Ford and Lincoln-Zephyr) had 
its worst month of the past sev- 
eral years in October, according 
to Jack Burton, sales manager, 
due to the fact they had no new 
cars to sell while used cars 
slumped sharply. Total sales 
were 50 percent off from Sep- 
tember and about 30 percent off 
from October a year ago. The 
new car situation for the re- 


mainder of the year is bright,| last year’s. 


however, he said, with 29 orders 
taken for 1939 models before 
their appearance in Lincoln. 


P. C. Tudor, sales manager of 
the F. A. Roehl-Nash Co., re- 
ported that new car sales on 1938 | 
models in October were fair,| 
while used cars were bad.

— Dealers of this 
area entered the 39th annual 
Chicago show season and 
the new selling season with con- 
fidence that this market will ab- 
sorb its share, and more, of the 
1939 model production.

Just now, interest is approach- 
ing the fever-heat stage over the 
show in the International Am- 
phitheater, to be featured by 
three headline attractions de- 
signed as “An Age of Wheel 
Prints”, the “Hall of Science”, 
and the “Used Car Show and 
Sale”. 

Spectacle Is Arranged 

The first named is to be a 
spectacle of personal transpor- 
tation covering a period of 79 
years, from the Civil war right 
down to the present time. It 
will be staged each afternoon 
and evening in the central arena, 
which will also contain the 
“Hall of Science” displays pro- 
vided by various factories. The 
“Used Car Sale and Show” will 
mark an equally sharp departure 
from past automobile shows, 
this section occupying a part of 
the north wing of the first floor. 


Introduction of the new models 
has been attended by every in- 
dication that these cars will “go 
over” with the public. Sale» 
rooms have drawn larger crowds 
than on like occasions during 
the past five years. Dealers are 
also well satisfied with the 
volume of orders signed and the 
number of demonstrations 
booked. As a matter of fact, the 
only complaint heard from any 
of them is the inability to de- 
liver all of the cars sold. They 
have welcomed the news that 
the factories are stepping up 
production sharply. 

Dealers here express them- 
selves as determined to main- 
tain their favorable position 
with regard to used car inven- 
tories. The Chicago Automobile 
Trade Assn. has hammered 
away consistently on the folly 
of accepting profit-losing trade- 
ins, and T. Hollingshead, 
president of the organization, 
states that the campaign will be 
sustained through recommenda- 
tion of appraisal reporting serv- 
ices and the association’s ap- 
proved Used Car Warranty. En- 
couragement has been also fur- 
nished by the achievement of 
factories, which have improved 
upon the product notably for 
the coming year and at the same 
time have maintained or even 
lowered new car prices. 


Car Outlook Bright 

Although it is expected that 
sales volume will be dependent 
to a great extent upon general 
business conditions during 1939, 
the motor car outlook is con- 
sidered better than the average 
for other industries. According 
to trade leaders, the falling off 
of orders here, as elsewhere, 
during 1938 as compared with 
1937 justifies the reasonable ex- 
pectation of a trend in the other 
direction during 1939. They cite 
especially the potentialities of 
the replacement market and the 
abnormal number of cars which 
have been driven thousands of 
miles further than customarily 
and which, as a result, are more 
than ready for trade-in. 

Nor have dealers here over- 
looked the opportunities for 
plus-revenue in their service 


operations. They propose to com- 
bine their new and used car ef- 
forts with intensive drives aimed 
at getting customers to have 
service requirements handled at 
the source of new and used car 
purchase; in other words, by the 
franchised dealers. This will be 
done through stressing modern 
equipment in dealer service 
stations, the offering of “spe- 
cials”, and the advisability of 
having frequent checkups made 
for reasons of economical opera- 
tion and compliance with the 
compulsory motor vehicle in- 
spection ordinance of Chicago. 


Space Sold Out 
For Worlds Fair 
Car Show, Nov. 23 


NEW YORK.—AIll automobile 
exhibition space in the Auto 
Show at the New York World’s 
Fair, to be held in the Motor 
Transportation Bldg. on the 
World’s Fair Grounds from Nov. 
23 to Dec. 4, has been sold out, 
it is reported today by Ralph 
Ebbert, manager of the show 
and manager of the Brooklyn- 
Long Island Automobile Dealers 
Assn., which is sponsoring the 
show in_ co-operation with 
World’s Fair officials.

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Step-Ups Await Reaction 
To N. Y., Local Car Shows 





Special to Automotive News 


NEW YORK.—With the effects 
of increased automobile produc- 
tion schedules only just begin- 
ning to be felt by many of the 
feeder industries, suppliers of 
parts and equipment and most 
major materials, excepting steel, 
are reported to be anticipating 
heavy orders from automobile 
manufacturers during the bal- 
ance of the current year. 


Brisk activity is seen as ex- 
tending into 1939, but most sup- 
pliers of original equipment and 
materials afte withholding defi- 
nite predictions of increases for 
the coming year until more cer- 
tainty exists on 1939 automobile 
production plans. Varying pre- 
dictions are offered, but it is gen- 
erally agreed greater accuracy in 
peering into the future will be 
possible upon the conclusion of 
the automotive shows being con- 
ducted now in this and other 
cities throughout the country. 


If the current automobile show 
period points to permanence of 
public enthusiasm over the new 
models, there is certain to be 
loud rejoicing among the feeder 
industries, most of which suffered 
sharp losses during the early 
months of the current year. Just 
what this renewed activity and 
optimism holds in store for the 
national economic outlook as a 
whole is indicated by fhe fact 
that the automotive industry is 
the largest single purchaser of 
steel, malleable iron, nickel, lead, 
plate glass, mohair and rubber, 
as well as being an outstanding 
customer in tin, aluminum, zinc, 
copper, lumber, plastics and 
numerous other markets. 


Steel is viewed as the only 
feeder industry unlikely to re- 


ceive heavy orders from automo- 
bile manufacturers in the imme- 
diate future. Reports are that the 
automotive industry contracted 
for sufficient steel during the re- 
cent October “bargain” steel 
prices to last for the remainder 
of the current year and that, 
excepting some fill-in orders, 
there will be little activity in the 
automotive steel market for the 
next month. A flood of automo- 
tive orders are expected by the 
steel market at the turn of the 
year, however. 


In other respects, the automo- 
tive production industry is not 
regarded as so well covered and 
will have to buy heavily to meet 
production this month and next. 
Demands upon parts suppliers 
are said to be already increasing 
to an extent difficult to meet in 
some instances, with the loom- 
ing possibility that this situation 
may comprise a temporary pro- 
duction obstacle in some plants. 

Although manufacturers of 
automotive cloths and upholstery 
fabrics had not looked for heavy 
orders until December because 
automobile producers had not 
yet depleted inventories of these 
goods when production began on 
the 1939 models, this market be- 
gan to receive some orders at 
the start of this month and they 
are expected to steadily increase. 


The glass industry, which is 
benefiting particularly from the 
new models because they allow 
greater window space requiring 
more glass per car, was reported 
to have received some fairly sub- 
stantial orders at the start of the 
new automobile production year 
and now looks forward to con- 
tinuing increases.

Rear Spring Suspensions 
A tremendous amount of work 
has been done to make cars easier 
riding. During the past year, sev- 
eral new features have been intro- 
duced. Oldsmobile, for example, 
have provided torque free coil 
springs on their models, 
mounted in much the same man- 
ner as those on the Buick. Pon- 
tiac, while providing semi-elliptic 
rear springs, uses three helper 
leaves on each spring so that rid- 
ing qualities with one or six pas- 
sengers are substantially the same. 
They claim that with one passen- 
ger the spring rate is 75, whereas 
with six passengers it is 72. Cad- 
illac and La Salle have what they 
call the Hi-Plane Hotchkiss drive, 
in which the springs are mounted 
in the same plane as the axle and, 
therefore, eliminate sidesway and 
increase the stability of the car 
without the need of a transverse 
stabilator. A transverse radius rod 
or stabilator, of course, is neces- 
sary on the Buick and Oldsmobile, 
which have rear coil springs. The 
same kind of a stabilator is used 
on the 1939 Packard, with this 
additional new feature—a hydraulic 
shock absorber, provided to pre- 
vent wheel-dancing and over-steer- 
ing. A transverse stabilator is also 
provided on the front end of Lin- 
coln-Zephyr cars. 
Front Spring Suspension 
Front spring suspensions have 
pretty well simmered down to six 
types, three with axles and three 
without. Semi-elliptic front spring; 
as on the Chevrolet Master ot 
semi-elliptic springs with radius 
rods as on the Hudson, and trans- 
verse springs with radius rods as 
on the Ford. The three knee-action 
systems now in use are the parallel 
motion now found on all De Luxe 
Chevrolets and all other General 
Motors cars and on all Chrysler 
products. The Safe-T-Flex type 
wheel suspension on all Packards, 
and the Planar independent wheel 
suspension found on all Studebaker 
cars. The first two groups use coil 
front springs, while the Studebaker 
uses a transverse  semi-elliptic 
spring. 
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Body Lines 
Starting at the front of the cars, 
it is interesting to note that Chrys- 
ler and Zephyr cars have an open 
type center on their front bumper, 
so as to allow air to flow directly 


1939 cars. Buick also differs from 
the other cars in having a very 
short frame which extends only 
back to the rear coil springs. This 
permits hanging the gasoline tank 
from the floor on the trunk com- 
partment on the body, instead of 
mounting it on the frame. Most of 
the new bodies are very much wid- 
er, in some cases as much as 55” 
wide between the front doors at 
the front seat. This is true of such 
cars as the new Mercury and the 
new Hupmobile, the Zephyr and 
Hudson.

— Greatest public in- 
terest in the last 20 years, and more 
actual buying than at any time 
since the Model A was introduced 
11 years ago, were reported to the 
Ford Motor Co. offices here this 
week as the new Mercury 8 an 
two new Ford cars went on public 








display throughout the United 
States. 

Ford executives interpreted the 
attitude of the crowds, which 


packed dealer showrooms, as sub- 
stantiating their predictions that 
1939 business would be 50 percent 
better than in 1938. 

In Buffalo, the preview crowd 
was so great in one dealership 
that dealer executives were forced 
to ask assistance from the crowd 
to get new cars “spotted” in the 
showroom. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., reported “pre- 
viewers and gate crashers showed 
the most desire for ownership since 
Model A days.” In one northern 
New York town crowds followed 
the automobile trailer, which 
brought the first new Mercury to 


town. 

In Bloomington, Ind., crowds 
which packed the Ford dealer 
showrooms were so great that po- 


lice had to be called. 


In Rochester, N. Y., a report 
said, the showrooms and grounds 
were blocked with visitors who 
showed “interest in the new cars 
greater than at any time in the 
last twenty years.” 


The situation in Denver was typ- 
ical of many others. The Ford 
branch reported that dealers were 
taking many orders for immediate 
delivery and said more people saw 
the new cars from the opening 
until noon today than in the entire 
first two days last year.

Displace- 
ment has been increased up to 
30 cubic inches, and the design 
of these engines includes all the 
latest, up-to-the-minute engi- 
neering features.

The 
sides and top of the chamber 
converge from this point, re- 
ducing the volume at the ex- 
treme end of burning. This as- 
sures even burning and prevents 
detonation.

GMC’s new exclusive heavy- 
duty five-speed Syncro-Mesh 
transmissions which are standard 
equipment on models AC-700 
and up. Applied to heavy-duty 
truck transmissions for the first 
time, the Syncro-Mesh principle 
also is applied by GMC to five- 
speed transmissions with silent 
helical gears in all speeds ex- 
cept low and reverse. Both un- 
derdrive and overdrive are avail- 
able. 

Double clutching, which results 
in lost momentum, is a thing of 
the past with this new Syncro- 
Mesh transmission, which shifts 
just like a passenger car. After 
the truck has been set in motion 
in low gear, shifting to higher 
speeds is instantaneous through 
synchronizing cones which either 
speed up or slow down the clutch 
disc. This engages the gears at 
the same speed, easily and 
quietly. It is standard equipment 
on the AC-700 and up. It is 
available at slight extra cost as 
far down the line as the AC-500. 

The 1939 GMC line consists of 
14 conventional GMC models, 11 
cab-over-engine models and the 
factory-built Special Delivery.

The importance of differential 
dual wheels lies in the fact that 
they are claimed to effect a mini- 
mum of 100 percent economy in 
tires and 10 percent in gasoline. 
The chief reason for this is the 
elimination of tire drag, the big- 
gest enemy of rubber and power. 
Instead of locking the two tires 
together on a single wheel, the 
tires are freed by mounting them 
on separate wheels, one within 
the other (telescoping hubs). At 
the same time dual-wheel braking 
is provided. A clutch member 
within the wheels, operated by 
brake pressure,

A more attractive instrument 
panel has been designed for the 
1939 trucks, with the instruments 
clustered for easier reference 
Choke and throttle controls have 
been recessed at the lower edge 
of the panel center.

Design of the cab-over-engine 
trucks, Fish explained, consists 
of the conventional truck cab, 
with its new roominess and com- 
fort, mounted over the engine 
and front axle of the heavy-duty 
conventional chassis. Various re- 
visions and adjustments were nec- 
essary in making this change, 
new designs and parts being nec- 
essary in some instances. 

Problems Solved 

The broader utility of the cab- 
over-engine unit opens to it a 
more prominent place in commer- 
cial transportation, Fish assert- 
ed, inasmuch as the cab-over- 
engine design solves important 
problems confronting the truck 
operator today. 

A 28%” load space gain de- 
spite the reduced wheelbase re- 
sults in greater compactness for 
the whole unit, with a resulting 
need for less space in storage, at 
the loading dock, or on the high- 
way. Shorter turning also is pos- 
sible. 

Three men can ride comfort- 
ably in the newly enlarged cab 
for 1939. Ample ventilation is 
assured in the new units by the 
addition of two wing-type venti- 
lators, one at each side of the 
cowl. Doors are hinged at the 
front, enabling the driver to 
mount into the cab easier and 
giving him better vision for back- 
ing to loading dock. 

These latest additions to Chev- 
rolet’s commercial vehicle line 
are part of an exhibit comprising 
18 different truck and commer- 
cial car models, covering the en- 
tire equipment field.

DETROIT.—A new truckveyor 
and a new type of garbage and 
rubbish body called the load- 
packer, is announced by Gar 
Wood Industries, Inc., according 
to W. H. Hammond, sales man- 
ager of the hoist and body divi- 
sion, 

The new truckveyor is said to 
offer a clean, quick, economical 
way to deliver coal by eliminat- 
ing wheeling and shoveling and 

ucing delivery costs. The 
truckveyor is claimed to make it 
possible for trucks to do the same 
work as a high-lift or double- 
elevating unit, such as chuting 
coal over long distances, into ele- 
vated bins and over terraces—at 
the same timé reducing the over- 
all height of the body as com- 
pared to a high-lift, eliminating 
excess weight, and permitting 
more payload to be carried at 


considerably lower cost on the 
same size truck, Hammond 
stated. 

“The truckveyor does not in- 
terfere with the use of the truck 
as an ordinary dump unit, when 
required, and it is not limited to 
coal deliveries, but may be used 
for other commodities as well,” 
Hammond said. “Unloading with 
the truckveyor is done to the 
right or left sides of the truck 
into an elevated opening and can 
also be used in combination with 
an auxiliary chute to clear the 
sidewalk, fence, hedge and ter- 
race. A special drive for chuting 
to the rear of the truck is also 
available, but at extra cost.”

A “direct current” generator | 
is integrally mounted on the bell 
housing of the engine and oc-| 
cupies the space of the trans-| 
mission. It generates current} 
only when power is applied to 
the rear wheels, power being cut 
off when the truck is coasting 
and the engine idling. 

Within the gear case is the 
Walker Balance Drive, consist- 
ing of two idler or transmitting 
gears mounted on Timken bear- 
ings and supported by arms on 
the stub axle. The two idlers are 
in constant mesh with an in- 
ternal or driving gear, rigidly 
keyed to the gear case. A pinion 
on the drive shaft transmits the 
power equally from the motor to 
the two idler gears, each of 
which in turn transmit their 
power to opposite sides of the 
internal or driving gear.

The engine can be mounted in 
the chassis without the limita- 
tions imposed by the use of a 
propeller shaft; the wheelbase 
fixed to attain proper weight dis- 
tribution and without giving 
thought to length. In trucks of 
drop-frame _ construction the 
aisle is free from obstructions. 

By substituting a generator

Trucks Getting | 
Bigger Share of 
Fruit Shipping 


WASHINGTON. — Reasons for 
the shifting of a vast part of 
the movement of fresh fruits and 
vegetables from the railroads to 
motor trucks in recent years are 
advanced by the federal bureau 
of agricultural economics. 


Statistics covering the mo- 
mentous change show that such 
rail shipments have declined by 
200,000 carloads in the last seven 
years, dropping from 1,000,000 in 
1931 to 800,000 last year, al- 
though total production of fruit 
and vegetables increased 15 per 
cent in the period. 


Failure of the railroads to co- 
operate with each other and with 
other agencies in working out 
efficient methods of handling 
produce are blamed in large part 
for the shift. It is pointed out 
that wholesale markets, to which. 
these products move, are often 
located off the railroad, making 
part of the transport by motor 
truck imperative. In some cities, 
it is asserted, railroads have 
built markets and barred all pro- 
duce except that arriving over 
their own lines. It is also stated

| vast system of super-highways 
| criss-crossing the entire country 
| to promote commerce. This pro- 
posal was pigeon-holed for the 
time being, however. 

The American Trucking As- 
sociations has researched deeply 
into the historical background of 
American roads in this connec- 
tion. It has particularly sought 
out the cogent utterances in 
congress bearing on Uncle Sam’s 
help toward making the na- 
tion’s roads adequate for mod- 
ern traffic. It found that the 
beneficial effect upon commerce 
which good roads confer to be 
the most frequently employed 
and effective argument. 

This research followed close 
upon publication of the opinion 
of a state railroad commission 
rate expert on the right of South 
Carolina to impose size and 
weight limits on motor trucks 
using the state’s roads. The ex- 
pert said, among other things: 

Built by People 

“It appears from this decision 
that these judges want us to be- 
lieve that our highways were 
built primarily for commercial 
vehicles * * *. The highways 
were built by the people of the 
various states to afford them 
the opportunity of using their 
private automobiles for pleasure, 
recreation and sight-seeing.” 


“The issue of particular in- 
terest,” the trucking association 
holds, “is whether our federal 
government has poured more 
than a billion dollars into con- 
struction of interstate highways 
for the purpose of aiding com- 
merce and the national defense 
or for providing pleasureways 
for automotive-minded citizens. 
Investigation of the subject de- 
velops little, if any, support of 
the theory that the interstate 
canals such as will have the ef- 
fect of drawing more closely to- 
gether every part of our coun- 
try by promoting intercourse 
and improvements and by in- 
creasing the share of every part 
in the common stock of national 
prosperity.” 

Thus, in the early days of the 
republic, far-seeing statesmen 
visioned the need of federal help 
in extending its highways, pri- 
marily for the promotion of 
commerce. After the advent of 
motor transportation the convic- 
tion of public men on the sub 
ject intensified rapidly. 

Blamed on Marketing 


Early in 1916 the secretary of 
Agriculture blamed bad roads 
for an annual loss of $100,000,- 
000 in the marketing of the 
country’s crops. About the same 
time Representative Linthicum, 
of Maryland, thundered: 


“Better roads mean cheaper 
transportation; cheaper transpor- 
tation means cheaper foodstuff 
and living. * * * Why improve 
the rivers and harbors and not 
improve the great highways of 
highways were built for pleasure. 
Many references are found that 
the purpose of these roads is to 
develop the commerce of the 
nation.” 


The keynote to federal policy 
on highways is to be found in 
the report of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Federal 
Aid to Good Roads, 63rd Con-

“Federal aid to good roads will 
accomplish several of the ob- 
jects indicated by the framers 
of the Constitution — establish 
roads, regulate commerce, 
provide for the common defense, 
and promote the general wel-

NEW YORK. —JIn connection

transported the wheat, corn, 
cotton, cattle and hogs and every 
article we eat and wear?” 

“I think we ought to keep in 
mind that the object of these 
appropriations is to free inter- 
state commerce,” declared Rep- 
resentative Williams in the 
House in 1921. “It is not to make 
traveling by passengers easier 
| and better; that is not its ob- 
| ject; but to make the delivery of 
products cheaper and easier and 
better, with less wear and tear 
/upon the machinery transporting 
|it and with greater cheapness of 
transportation itself.”

The Stabilizer consists of a 
cylinder filled with hydraulic 
fluid in which a piston and 
piston rod operate. This unit is 
connected between the front 
axle and tie rod. Any movement 
of the steering wheel which ac- 
tuates the steering tie rod like- 
wise operates the piston rod and 
piston in the hydraulic cylinder. 
A feature of the piston is a 
quick operating valve which is 
devised to remain open during 
the tie rod speeds, within the 
range of all normal driving con- 
ditions. Should the front wheels 
be subjected to a shock such as 
a blow-out, hitting an obstruc- 
tion in the road, or the shock 
incurred in driving off of a 
pavement onto a soft shoulder, 
the speed of the steering tie rod 
and hydraulic piston is in- 
creased to the point where the 
valve closes momentarily, there- 
by preventing the wheels from 
swerving from a straight ahead 
course. The demonstration clear- 
ly shows that this action does 
not in any way take steering 
control from the hands of the 
operator. Should the shock be 
encountered on a curve, the ac- 
tion is the same; the driver re- 
taining driving control because 
of the rapidity of action of this 
piston valve.

New Alloy Cited 
As Aid to Truck 
Weight Savings 


DETROIT.—Material reduc - 
tions in the weight of trucks, 
buses and trailers will result in 
the immediate future from the 
greatly increased use of the new 
strong, lightweight alloys, ac- 
cording to Charles B. Bohn, pres- 
ident of the Bohn Aluminum and 
Brass Corp. 


Bohn declares that the fact 
that there is an increased amount 
of interest in the Magalloy series 
of alloys on the part of bus and 
truck manufacturers. This series 
of alloys, which is similar to 
those used extensively in air- 
planes for the construction of 
units both of the army and trans- 
port types, is attracting truck 
and bus operators because of the 
great saving in dead weight, 
while attaining even greater 
strength and rigidity than pos- 
sible with the older materials.

“The new Magalloy series of 
alloys employs magnesium as a 
base. This metal is not only 
superior to aluminum in many 
respects but it also has the big 
advantage of being one-third 
lighter. Its weight is only one- 
fifth that of steel. We have re- 
cently been called upon to make 
large magnesium castings for a 
bus operator who figures that 
the saving in weight will return 
to him the extra cost of the light- 
weight casting in one round trip.

Speed Decides 
Tire Capacity 





SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—A vital 
fact, little known to truck oper- 
ators, is that carrying capacity 
of a tire steadily diminishes as 
speed increases. 


A 10-ply tire, driven not in 
excess of 40 miles-per-hour, has 
a 30 per cent greater carrying 
capacity than the same tire 
driven at 55 miles-per-hour, 
scientists of the Fisk Tire Co. 
find. 

Tires are designed for normal 
speeds, depending upon specific 
uses, and if a rush load must be 
driven at excessive speeds, ca- 
pacity should be reduced ac- 
cordingly, they say. In addition, 


they point out that capacity 
cannot be increased by over- 
inflation.
